GERMAN AIR RAIDS 
ON LONDON RESUMED 


AGAIN! MONDAY 


HEAVIES^ WEEK-END SERIES 


OF ATTACKS SINCE LAST 


DECEMBER 29 


LONDON, March 10.— 


—The s c r e a m of sirens 
warned of nazi raiders over 
London in mid-morning to- 
day after the heaviest week 
end of air attacks since the 
fire bomb raids of last Dec. 
29. 


The all clear came in half an 


hour, 
however, without any re- 


ports of damage or casualties. 
The sun broke through 
high 


clouds over the Strait of Dover. 


Some Londoners regarded 
the 


quickened pace of the raids, con- 
centrated on Britain's capital for 
two successive nights, as signal- 
Ing the start of long-predicted lull 
force spring air siege. 


The capital had three alarms 


last night, one starting shortly be- 
fore 
nightfall and lasting four 


hours, and two rhort alarms after 
midnight, 


Sections along the south coast 


also were bombed and the roar of 
planes was heard 
overhead 
at 
scores of communities from north- 
eastern Scotland to South Wales. 


Despite the intensity of the at- 


tacks, 
however, a British com- 


munique declared the night's cas- 
ualties "were not numerous." 


More were killed Saturday night; 


when bombs exploded on a high- 
way near a number of pedestrian 
and one heavy explosive crashed 
through the roof of a popular west 
end cabaret filled with dancers. 


Among those killed in tho cab- 


aret were Martin Poulsen, 51, own- 
er of the Cafe de Paris where the 
Duke of Windsor often was seen 
as Prince of Wales; Ken Johnson, 
27 leader of the cafe orchestra, 
and several of the orchestra mem- 
bers.

HOUSE TOOK UP TUX 
MEASURE ESTIMATED 


RAISE $14,500,000 


MUCH MANEUVERING AND 
WRANGLING PRECEDED DE- 


CISION IN MATTER 


AUSTIN, "March 10.—(#0 


—After long wrangling and 
parliamentary maneuvering, 
the house began floor work 
today on a bill estimated to 
raise an additional $14,500,- 
000 a year in taxes.1 Some 
members voiced the opin- 
ion that the bill would be passed 
later today or tomorrow. 


Gov. W. Lee O'Danlel, in his 


weekly radio broadcast yesterday, 
had assailed the proposal 
on 


grounds that it would not yield 
sufficient revenue and had urged 
the legislature to act first on a 
measure appropriating 
an added 


$26,820,000 annually for social se- 
curity. 


Seldom in recent years has the 


house seen as much parliamentary 
maneuvering as there was before 
the tax bill came up. Members in 
sympathy with the governor's view 
tried desperately 
to force 
floor 


consideration of the appropriation 
measure 
ahead of the 
tax bill. 
They were in a slight majority on 
most of the preliminary votes but 
while the floor fighting was go- 
ing on, the appropriations com- 
mittee got unanimous consent to 
meet. 
That 
committee 
immediately 


voted to 
report the 
appropria- 


tions bill. That meant at least a 
day would be required to print 
the measure and after the com- 
mittee acted, the house decided_to 
work on the tax bill while wait- 
Ing for the other proposal to re- 
turn from the printer. 


No Lunch Recess. 


Legislators began ordering sand- 


wiches when It appeared that the. 
house would not recess for lunch 
but would work straight through 
on the lax bill. The lower branch 
adopted a motion under which 
no member could leave as long as 
the tax measure was under consid- 
eration. 
The omnibus tax proposal would 
boost the levies on natural re- 
sources and corporation franchis- 
es and impose a levy on automo- 
bile finance companies of 1 pel- 
cent of the value of the notes 
handled by them.
